Ward's advices are correct, Boston's 
contractors will receive from 10,000 to 
15.000 cans of milk today, instead of 
the usual 30,000 cans.

cnel John B. Mosby, the famous Con- 
federate raider, on "The Dawn of tbfe 
Real South," will appear in the forth- 
coming issue of Leslie's weekly. Col- 
onel Mosby says: 


The real south is just at its birth. 


The growth of this child of the nation 
may bo gradual, but in the end tho 
south will be far richer and more pow- 
erful than the north. 
In the days to 


come the south will become the dom- 
inant sectiou of the country. 


Without the war of secession the 


south could never have hoped to attain 
the future that is now certain. Slavery 
was a great incubus, paralyzing natural 
energy. 
By abolishing this wrong our 


war benefited every state south of the 
Mason and Dixon line. 
The negroes 


are producing more as freemen than 
they ever did as slaves, and the great 
mass of the people are vastly better off 
today than they were under the old 
ante-bellum system. 


Socially, as well as Industrially, the 


abolition of slavery was highly bene- 
ficial in its results to the masses, for 
slavery was a great wrcng and no corn- 
munity can exist in the highest state of 
happiness when its system is based ou 
a wrong. 


There are the soundest reasons for as- 


serting that the negro's status is bound 
to improve. 
While they are not" as 


near to equality with white people as 
tuey were under the system of slavery, 
they are certain to be absorbed by im- 
migration and in this engulfment the; 
will disappear. 
This is the natural anu 


wisest solution of what we now, cal^ the 
"race problem."

HE TRIED TO STEAL THE JEWELS 


FROM A DEAD DUCHESS. 


tte Th««*h« That All «he Ornament* 


Th»t Adorned the Corpse •• It Lay 
In State Were Bnried \VIih tba 
Body—C««a"kt In a Trap. 
Only a few weeks after her return from 


firusseli, where she had seen her son, 
then recently crowned king of the Bel- 
gians, did the Duchess Augusta of Sach- 
•en-Coburg die, in her seventy-sixth year, 
Nov. 16, 1831. " The admiration and love 
this admirable princess had inspired 
drew crowds to visit the body as it lay 
In state in the residence at Goburg prior 
to the funeral, which took place on the 
19th before daybreak by the light of 
torches. The funeral was attended by 
men and women of all classes eager to 
express their attachment to the deceased 
and respect for the family. 


A great deal was said and fabled con- 


cerning this funeral. It was told and be- 
lieved that the dowager duchess had been 
laid in the family 'vault adorned with her 
diamond rings and richest necklaces. She 
was the mother «f kings, and the vulgar 
believed that every royal and princely 
bonce with which she was allied had con- 
4ributed some jewel toward the decora- 
tion of her body. 


Among those who were present at the 


funeral of the Duchess Augusta was a 
Bavarian named Andreas Stubenrauch, 
•n artisan then at Goburg. He was the 
•on of an armorer, followed his father's 
profession and had settled at Coburg. 
Stubenrauch had been one of the crowd 
that bad passed by the bed ou which the 
dnchess lay in state and had cast covet- 
ous eyes at the jewelry with which the 
tody was adorned. 
> 


He had «!BO attended the funeral and, 


bad come to the conclusion that the duch- 
ess was buried Vith all the precious arti- 
cles he had noticed about her as exposed 
to view before the burial and with a great 
deal more which popular gossip asserted 
to have been laid in the coffin with her. 
IXhe thought of all this waste of wealth 
clung to bis mitiu, and SluUeuiuuch re- 
•olved to enter the mausoleum, and rob 
the body. 


The position of the vault, far removed 


and concealed from the palace, suited bis 
plans, and he made little account of locks 
and bars, which were likely to prove 
small hindrances to an accomplished 
locksmith. 


To carry his plan into execution he re- 


solved on choosing the night of Aug. 18- 
19, 1832. 
On this evening he sat drink- 


Ing in a low tavern till 10 o'clock, when 
be left, returned to bia lodgings, where 
fee collected tav tools he believed he 
would require, a candle and a flint and 
steel, and then betook himself to the 
mausoleum. Tke tomb was closed by ac 
iron gate formed of strong bars eight feet 
nigb, radiating from a center in a son 
of semicircle and armed with sharp 
•pike.. • 


He foumd (t impossible to open the 


lock, «n<I he was therefore obliged to 
efimb over 'the gate, 'repardlcss of ft" 
danger of tearing himself ou the barbs 
Ben he fotrnd a denote ' stout oaken 
ioor in the feor that gave access to thr 
TanTt. The two valves were so clovel; 
dovetailed iito one another and fitted so 
eractly. that be found the utmost diffi- 
culty in getting a toot between them. HP 
tried his false keys in vain on the lock, 


. £«d fev a long tl*»e bit eftrtf * 


the lock open with a lever were equally 
futile. At length by means of a wedge 
be succeeded in breaking a way through 
the jtmctloa of the doors into which he 
could insert a bar, and then he beared at 
the valve with all His might, throwing his 
weight on the lever. 


It took him fully an hour before he 


couW break open the door. 
Midnight 


struck as the valve, grating on its hinges, 
was thrown back. Then, leaning over 
the opening, helding a pole in both hands, 
he endeavored to, feel the depth of the 
vault. In so doing be lost his balance, 
and the weight of the pole dragged him 
down, and he fell between two coffins 
some 12 feet below the floor of the upper 
chamber. There he lay for some little 
while unconscious, etuuned by his falL 
When be came to himself, he sat up, felt 
about with his hands to ascertain where 
he was and considered what next should 
be done. 
' 


Stubenrauch was not the man to feel 


either respect for the dead or fear of 
aught supernatural. With both hands 
he sustained the heavy lid of the coffin as 
he peered in, and the necessity for using 
both to support the weight prevented his 
profane hand from being laid on the re- 
mains of an august and pious princess, 
Stubenraucb did indeed try more than 
once to sustain the lid with one hand that 
he might grope with the other for the 
treasure he fancied mast be concealed 
there, but the moment be removed one 
hand the lid crashed down. 


Disappointed in his expectations, Stu- 


benrauch now replaced the cover and be- 
gan to consider bow he might escape. 
But now, .and «nly now, did he discover 
that it was not possible for him to get 
out of the vault into which he had fallen. 
The pole on which he had placed his 
confidence was too short to reach the 
opening above. 
Ever/ effort made by 


Stubenrauch to scramble out failed. He 
was caught in a trap—and what a trap! 
Nemesis had fallen on the ruffian at 
euce on the scene of his crime and con- 
demned him to betray himself. 


Morning broke. It-was Sunday and a 


special festival at Coburg, for it was the 
Ywenty-fifth anniversary of the accession 
(it the duke, so that the town was in 
lively commotion, and- park and palace 
were also in a stir. Stubenratich sat up 
and waited in hopes of bearing some one 
draw near who would release him. About 
0 o'clock in tbf merning he heard steps 
ca the gravel and at^once bejan to shcu! 
for assistance. 


The person who bad approached ran 


away in alarm, declaring that strange 
and unearthly npises issued from the 
dncnl mausoleum. 
The guard was aj) 


prised, but would not at first believe the 
report. 
At length one of the sentinels 


was dispatched to the spot, and he re 
turned speedily with the tidings that 
there certainly was a man in the vault 
He had peered through the grating at the 
entrance and had seen the door broken 
open and a crowbar and other articles 
lying about. Tbe gate was now opened 
and Stubenrauch removed In the midst 
of an assembled crowd of angry and dis- 
mayed spectators. He wag removed to 
prison, tried and condemned to 18 months 
with bard labor.—Baring Goold'a "Big-

Itinerant Street Venders Who 


Fairly Good Income*. 


It is difficult, if not Impossible, to cal- 


culate with any degree of accuracy the 
amount of money turned ever collectively 
in the course of a year by the costers, but 
interesting figures may be supplied by 
placing on record tb.e gross receipts ef 
some street traders. 


Many will be surprised to learn that a 


coster in the fruit or vegetable line will 
make a turnover of anything between. £8 
and £12 ner week, a full third of this be- 
ing profit. The figures, vary much, nat- 
urally, with the scasou of the year and 
the state of the markets, but he is reck- 
oned a poor fruit coster who cannot 
make an average of £2 10s. to £3 weekly 
profit. Despite this income, which many 
a clerk would envy, tales of distress are 
frequent among them, owing to their uni- 
versal improvidence. Fish is not so profit- 
able a line of business, partly owing to 
the more perishable nature of the stock, 
and a fish coster who is a "£2 man" aft- 
er reckoning up on Saturday night has 
no cause to grumble at his week's work. 


The profits of venders of penny toys, 


puzzles and other articles" so familiar in 
the Strand and elsewhere vary according 
to their cost, which ranges from 4d. to 
7d. per dozen. A pound to 25s. is reck- 
oned a good weekly earning, but during 
thp recent *button craze energetic workers 
had no difficulty in clearing double this 
amount in some instances. 


The gutter oilcloth merchant calculates 


upon a profit of 6d, to Is. a piece, accord- 
ing to size, and can dispose of 40 or 50 
pieces In the course of a Saturday even- 
ing alone,-to eay nothing of slacker busi- 
ness done during the rest of the week. A 
street bookseller recently admitted that 
be had "never cleared less than £2 a 
week," and on further inquiry that does 
not appear to be much above the aver- 
age. The proprietors of those miscella- 
neous stands to be found chiefly in the 
East End, where everything from a violin 
bow to a saucepan lid may be purchased, 
have a difficulty in telling their profits, 
as, owing %> the nature of their stock, 
some things sell rapidly while other ar- 
ticles lie on hand for months. That there 
is mosey to be mnde at this trade is evi- 
dent from the fnct that many of its fol- 
lowers are pointed out by theit less fortu- 
nate brethren as being the owners of the 
Louses iu y>hicli Uiey Ihe.—London Mill.

The president has awarded General 


Funston for his magnificent exploit, 
the capture of Aguinaldo. The reward 
Is in the shape of promotion to be 
brigadier-general in the regular army. 


This is the position to which public 


Opinion assigned Funston and to,which 
unselfish army officers assigned him on 
receiving Information of his daring 
and successful deed. The regular army 
Institution turned up its nose at Fun- 
ston and his achievement. West Point 
as an Institution in the army rebelled 
«Oinst Funston. The argument was 
tbat a volunteer, "untrained" soldier 
such as Funston should not be pro- 


t« a position from whjua he 


would take precedence over the pro- 
duct of the academy, through whose 
doors it is expected by the army aris- 
tocracy that all generals should come. 
General Leonard Wood, governor-gen- 
eral of Cuba, because of his reward in 
promotion to a brigadier-generalship 
in the regular army from the ranks of 
the volunteers, stands in a position to 
be commander of the army of the 
United States before some officers who 
have come up through West Point and 
who consider then selves to b? of su- 
perior clay. Funston now stands in a 
position to become commander of the 
army by seniority in 1923. This is of- 
fensive to the army aristocracy. How- 
ever, it is in keeping with the spirit of 
Americanism to recognize merit where 
ver and whenever merit Is found. The 
regular army men have had their op- 
portunities as well as the volunteers, 
but the volunteers on the whole have 
shown a more valuable initiative and 
a finer quality in courage and daring. 
The president has recognized this and 
has in every instance, where proper, 
overruled the regular army tradition 
and ambition. The present place for 
Funston is made by promoting Briga- 
dier-General Wheaton to be major- 
general, vice Major-General Miles pro- 
moted to lieutenant-general, and pro- 
moting Funston to the office made va- 
cant by the promotion of Brigadier 
Wheaton. 


President 
McKinley,, in this 
in- 


stance as in every other instance, has 
proven himself to be a true chief of a 
democracy. His prompt rewarding of 
the gallant Funston, in spHe of the 
carpet-baggery 'of the regular army 
aristocracy, gains the approv-al and the 
applause of the people of the United 
States in spite of West Point and its 
presumptions.

Queer Product of mm Inventor of the 


Olden Time*. 


"I ran across a queer old "relic In my 


line of business recently," said a safe 
and lock espert who is in the city. "I 
was prowling around a machine shop in 
a town in Iowa, trying to find a fitting 
that I needed, when I happened to notice 
a sheet iron box which teemed to Lave 
once been entirely covered with glass 
tubes attached to the surface by cement. 
All of the tubes were broken, and most 
of them were missing, but the general ar- 
rangement could be easily traced, and the 
contrivance impresaed me at once with a 
Eeaw of familiarity. Presently I remem- 
bered about it. It wag all that was left 
of the one time famous 'anjesthetic safe,' 
an invention which ought to have been 
sponsored by a society for the prevention 
of cruelty to burglars. The idea of the 
thing was that aiy cutting or drilling 
through the outer casing should release 
certain chemicals which would promptly 
stup"efy- everybody in range of their 
fumes. In the morning the owner would 
find bis valuables intact and could simaly 
call a dray and pack off the unconscious 
burglars to jail- 
"With such a device it was unnecessa- 


ry to have massive steel walls, and the 
model which I chanced to resurrect waa 
made of one-eighth inch sheet iron. The 
inner box was entirely surrounded with 
glass tubes about the diameter of a lead 
pencil and filled alternately with two 
chemicals which were supposed to pro- 
duce stupefying gas -when they came into 
contact. There was a thiu outside cas- 
ing, and the theory was that any effort 
to break in would necessarily fracture 
two or more of the fragile glasses. It 
seemed incredible, but several prominent 
capitalists became greatly interested ia 
the scheme and stood ready to back it 
with unlimited means until actual tests 
finally convinced them of its grotesqua 
impracticability.

Tii» Hindoo* 
say that oa a time long age the god 
Kama t<i>nt to war with the king of 
Ceylou and was victorious because W» 
army had better horses and bullocks than 
the king's army. So yearly, at the time 
of a new moon, the Hindoos w«rsaip the 
horses cud buHocka. 


I hud never heard of this featival, and 


on the morniBK of Dosera I was sur- 
prised to Cnd my Arab pony Raja all 
trimmed with bright yellow flowers. He 
had a wreath aiouiid his neck, long 
pendants of flower^ hung about bis tars, 
anklets of the samu bright flowers were 
tied around his legs just above the hoof 
and again above the knees, and tiny bou- 
quets were tied to the harness in many 
places and oa the reins too. It was pret- 
ty, and I am sure Raja felt "dressed up," 
for he was dignified and quiet all that 
day and carried his head a littlt higher 
than usual. Sometimes he does frisky 
things, but we are not at all afraid of 
him, 
for he is intelligent, and if we say, 


"Raja! Raja!" ia a decided tone he seems 
to know that we wish him to be digni- 
fied. Raja means king, and we gar* 
him that name becaus* we think him the 
king of Arab ponies. 


At Dosera the bullocks, which are as 


much used here as horses, had their 
horns stained with bright colored paints, 
generally a dif »rent color for each horn, 
and strings «f little tassels of many dif- 
ferent colors were tied from the tip of 
ono horn to the tip of the ether, or bright 
pieces of rlbVom would be esed instead of 
the taitele. 


The white horses, of which there are 


very many here, aad the white bullocks, 
too, 
were painted, some iu stars or in 


round dots. Others had the rising sun 
painted on both sides of their bodies in 
red and gold colors. Some horses had 
only their tails and manes colored, while 
a few drivers painted the sides of the 
cart and the wheels also. 


After all this decorating was finished 


the people made pujah to the animals, 
vrtiieh means that they worshiped the 
horses and the bullocks. I could not find 
any one who would tell me if they wor- 
shiped the carts, too, but I think they did. 
After this is done the people gire each 
other presents, which should be of gold, 
but as the people are most of them too 
poor to give gold they give the leaf of 
the "gold" plant, and that answers very 
well. 


When evening came, and the coach- 


man who had trimmed Raja with the 
fresh flowers had not received "back- 
sheesb," he felt very much neglected and 
sent word to me that it was the custom 
of the coeptry to give the. coachman a 
donation. I sent bto a rupee and made 
him quits happy.— St. Nicholas.

DOCTORS NOT UNANIMOUS 


Some Who Signed the Famous Petition 


Did Not Intend to Ask (or General 


Sunday Opening. Spoken of 


From Pulpit Sunday 


midnight. Another want which some 
thi'nk should be supplied is telegraoli 
service at any hour in the 24. The tel- 
egraph oflices now close at 9 or 10 in 
the evening unless there is some soc- 
ial reason for keeping them open later, 
and business alter that time has to be 
done by telephone. It has been sug- 
gested that it uould be a good fhinK, 
if practicable for one of the drug stores 
and one of thp telegraph companies to 
combine and keep open ail night or at 
least have men on hand who could be 
roused for duty at any hour. North Ad- 
ams has passed the limits of the coun- 
try town, where "early to bed and early 
to rise'1 is considered "the true motto, 
and the time must inevitably come 
when the public will not be ruled out in 
all lines simply because its calls come 
after "bed time." 


WORK ON THE THROUGH LINE 


It is evident that any etore which 


cares ta> announce its intention of re- 
maining open Sunday can secure an 
enormous amount of free advertising 
just at present as a result of the dis- 
cussiuj which is being carried on. An 
amount of interest that seems to some 
out of proportion to the size of the 
matter has been shown in the discus- 
sions of the druggists in regard to 
Sunday opening, and 
it 
was even 


taken into the pulpit of one of the lo- 
cal churches yesterday. 


The result of all the discussion of 


last week was that the Wilson house 
drug store was open yesterday from 
about 8 in the morning to about 8 at 
night, whJe none of the other drug 
stores of the city were open except be- 
tween the usual Sunday hours, 12 to 2. 


The other druggists said that ihey 


had come to no agreement 'on the mat- 
ter, but it was noticeable that some 
of those who a few d&ys ago said they 
would open if one did, had their doors 
locked. At the Wilson bouse 
drug 


store it was said that nearly all -who 
went into the store during the day ex- 
pressed their satisfaction at the de- 
cision to remain open. 


Another feature in connection with 


the affair is that the clerks' union is 
planning to bring" the matter up for 
discussion at its meeting next Thurs- 
day evening. A member of the union 
said today that the drug clerks, who 
h£r»« been rather slow about coming in- 
to the association, are now rapidly ap- 
plying for membership, indicating that 
they want protection "from, having to 
work Sundays. 


Many of the druggists who did riot 


open yesterday say that they will not 
open on Sunday at all, while others 
are not so positive about the future. 


In connection with the use of the 


doctor's petition published 
Saturday 


as the only reason for keeping open all 
day, there is something of interest in 
the attitude of some of the doctors who 
signed the petition. Dr. M. M. Brown's 
name headed the list, but Dr. Brown 
said today that he had no thought j 
when he signed the petition that it ' 
meant that the stores were to keep 
open all day as has been begun. Ho> 
understood the petition to mean a re- 
quest to the druggists to arrange some 
way of being open perhaps 
a little 


longer time, or an hour in the evening 
for the filling of prescriptions given on 
Sunday afternoons, or some arrange- j 
ment of that sort. But rather than 
have the stores keep open all day Sun 
day as seems to be the intention, he 
would like to see them maintain the 
former custom of opening only two j 
hours on Sunday. Dr. Brown said that 


i he had never experienced any 
diffl- 


| culty in getting his prescriptions filled 
on Sunday, as he could always direct 
it 
to

druggist, 
when

Dr. Brown said that he 


knew other doctors v. ho had signed the 
petition who felt much as he did, and 
several of them ha%'e so expressed 
themselves. 


Di. O. J. Brown sent the following 


communication to the Transcript to- 
day: 


I like the present —nday method of 


keeping the drug stores open two hours 
from 12 to 2 p. m. Neither my pa- 
tients nor myself have ever been in- 
"•vnvenienced to any extent by their 
method. As a citizen of North Adams 
I take pride in the quietness of our 
Sabbath and should dislike to see 
shops and stores unnecessarily opened 
up on that day. When asked to sign 
the petition it occurred to me if the 
druggists association could arrange to 
have some one store open both days 
night and Sundays taking turns m the 
matter the public might be 
better 


served. I signed the petition under 
protest and with tbe understanding 
that my views in the premises would

Berkshire 
Company to 
Force Way 


"through Lanesboro. Hastening 


the Survey 


A large force of surveyors is at work 


along the line of the new Berkshire 
street railway company, and the route 
has been marked out now excepting in 
ihe towns of Lanesboro, Stockbridge 
and Pittsneld. The companv has been 
unable as yet to secure a franchise in 
Lanesboro, because the selecmen say 
that they want a line to the center of 
the town, where the Pittsneld street 
railway has petitioned to build, but the 
officers of that company assert that 
the line will not be constructed if the 
town fathers grant the franchise to 
the new Berkshire people. One of the 
Berkshire corporation officers said yes 
terday that they proposed to petition 
the state railroad commissioners for 
redress. A franchise haa been secured 
on both sides of the town, Cheshire and 
Pittsneld, and the people of Berkshire 
through whose village the road will 
pass, want it to be constructed 
a£ 


soon as possible. 


It appears then that the action of the 


Lanesboro selectmen is not indorsed by 
a iarge proportion of the voters of the 
town. In Stockbridge the new com- 
pany finds that it will be impracticable 
to keep off the ma^n street as at first 
proposed after the franchise on that 
highway was refused by the selectmen. 
One of the officers of the road- said yes- 
terday that they wanted to go where 
the people live, and they are going to 
ask for a hearing on the matter, to 
be held some time within three weeks. 
The sentiment of the community seems 
to be against granting the right of 
way on that street, one of the most 
beautiful in all Berkshire ,and it is ex- 
pected a compromise will be effected 
between the officials and the selectmen. 


Although the company is meeting 


with some legal difficulties ,one of the 
officers said last evening that they ex- 
pected to have the une running by fall 
and that just as soon as the prelim- 
inary surveys are completed the entire 
job will be let to a contractor with the 
proviso that the road must be built 
•within a certain time. During its con- 
struction he will employ, no doubt, ac- 
cording to this director, no less than 
1000 men. 


Another winter the company intends 


to petition the legislature for the right 
to carry newspapers and baggage and 
express packages on the entire line, 
and this convenience will be greatly 
appreciated by the patrons of the road, 
and it will facilitate the distribution of 
daily newspapers among a good many 
people who now see only a weekly.
